Study Women in 
The Industry

Washington; Dec. 6—Labor, con- 
ditions in industrial America, as 
they particularly relate to the auto- 
motive field, will be dealt with ex- 
tensively by Secretary of Labor 
James J. Davis in his annual re- 
port to Congress. 

His report will be devoted to an 
extensive survey of women in the 
industry, as based on conditions 
found in Flint, Mich., output per 
man-hour, wages and labor turne 
over. The report this year is’ exe 
pected to be of considerable im- 
portance to the atitomotive indus- 
try in view of the five-day-a-weéeéek 
policy inaugurated by Henry’ Ford. 

The survey of work opportunié 
ties and of the potential woman 
labor supply in a representative 
one-industry city “‘will be of gen- 
eral interest to the _ industrial 
world as a “whole,” it stated. 
The purpose of the investigation in 
Flint was to obtain information 
concerning the economic status of 
wage-earning women, their train- 
ing and experience, their hours and 
general working conditions, sea- 
sonal employment, and under em- 
ployment. 

The data were obtained by visit- 
ing automotive plants and examin- 
ing their records, and calling at 
the homes in a house-to-house 
canvass in a representative work- 
ing class neighborhood. 

One hundred and _ thirty-eight 
establishments, including factories,

pf much’ waste rubber tires’ and 
tubes that! otherwise might ‘be re- 
claimed and placed on the market 
igain- ‘in competition with new 
products, 

As reported recently in the Au- 
tomotive Daily News, tire dealers 
in Los: Angeles are now scoring 
old tires so that they can no longer 
be used for tire purposes, and the 
new factory will provide an outlet 
near at hand for these tires with- 
out loss to the dealers.

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Compulsory Insurance 


N A VERY short time now we shall have the opportunity 
to examine the working out of compulsory liability 
insurance in a section of our own country. On January 1, 
the Massachusetts insurance law goes into force, making it 
obligatory on all motor vehicle operators to carry liability : 
insurance. 


This move has been discussed at various times for a|

Compulsory insurance has been tried in a number 
of European countries. Switzerland, or rather, certain 
cantons, have had it ever since motoring began. The 
Scandinavian countries, we believe, all have compulsory 
insurance. One or two cantons in Switzerland adopted 
this proceduré after it had been in force in others. It is 
claimed that they noticed a marked increase in accidents 

On the surface, it seems that the general public should 
be protected in case of accident wherein the motor vehicle 
operator was at fault. It is unjust that a citizen should 
suffer injury from the carelessness of the. driver of a motor 
vehicle and then through the financial lack of the operator 
be unable to collect Gamages. 

On the other hand, is not compulsory insurance going to 
increase accidents? Is not the man temperamentally care- 
less, but held in check by fear of damages, going to become 
positively reckless when he knows that he is protected from! 
the results of his heedless driving by liability insurance? 


We ask these questions because there is no sound foun-| 


dation on which to base a positive statement at the present 
time. We do believe, however, that the psychological factor, 
“the production of carelessness by the sense of protection, 
must be taken into consideration. 

In eee of this impending Massachusetts 
James S. Kemper, a well known insurance man, remarks in 
the current issue of the Nation’s Business: “It has been our 
American way to attempt to solve problems by saying ‘there! 
cught to be a law.’ The newest important manifestation of 
this habit will be found in Massachusetts, when on January 


1, 1927, a compulsory automobile insurance act goes into; 
This law was passed because its supporters wanted 


effect. 
to be sure that any one injured by an automobile could collect 
damages. They sympathized with people who were injured 
and unable to collect, and so they said ‘there ought to be a 
law.’ So there is going to be a law.” 

Continuing, Mr. Kemper says that: “Privately there 
are few insurance executives that do not, from the stand- 
point of public interest, dislike compulsory insurance. They 
see in it another attempt to cure by legislation a trouble, 
imperfectly diagnosed, which can be prevented better and 
more cheaply than it can be cured.” 

That is wise talk. Mr. Kemper has placed his finger 
directly on one of the great American failings, the belief 
that laws will cure what prevention has failed to stop, and he 
goes on to suggest that possibly the situation is not so des- 
perate as the framers of the Massachusetts law seemed to | 
believa A survey of all deaths caused by automobiles in| 
the past few years in the District of Columbia shows that 
judgments were not satisfied in but 7.4 per cent. of the 
cases where judgments were secured. Mr. Kemper observes: 
“If this figure can be accepted as representing the general 
situation, it must be admitted that the problem of unsatis- 
fied judgments is very much less important than is some- 
times assumed.” 

From all of this we do not want it to be assumed that

Dr. George K. Burgess, 
of the United States 
Standards, in an address declared 
that the immense increase in the 
use of motor vehicles has devel- 
oped many complex problems that 
now confront the highway engi- 
neers of. the country. 

He called attention to the fact 
that modern highway problems 
have developed along with the au- 
tomobile, and are, therefore, of 
comparatively recent origin.

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BUYERS CAUTIOUS 
IN STEEL MARKET 


Little Interest Being 
Shown; Output at 
75 Per C Cent. 


ITTSBURGH, Gite, 6.— 
Steel production remains 
about the same in the Pitts- 
burgh district, between 70 
and 75 per cent. of capacity, 
with buyers cautious in ord- 
ers and specifications, and lit- 
tle interest has developed in 
first-quarter requirements. 

Makers of cold finished steel} 
bars, strips, bolts and nuts have 
opened their books for that period, 
and except on the cold finished 
bars, for which slightly higher 
prices are sought, they are quoting 
prices that have been ruling for 
some time. 

With no advances proposed in 
sheets or tin plate, the market is 
shaping itself for a continuance 
of recent prices for the early 
of next year. Nothing as 
yet has been said about early 1927 
prices of bars, shapes and plates, 
but it is likely the effort will be 
continued to keep bars and shapes 
at 2c, Pittsburgh, as a minimum. 

American tin plate mills have 
advanced export prices from $4.80 
to $4.90 per base box, f. 0. b. Pitts- 
burgh, on export tonnages. 

The extent of the decline in buy- 
ing of automobile steels may be 
judged by the suspension this weck 
of the plant at Newton Falls of 
the Newton Steel Company. This 
is the first cornplete suspension by 
the company in more than a year, 
during which it has enjoyed an 
unprecedented run. Officials say 
quite frankly that new business is 
slack and the chief reason for the 
curtailment was to permit orders 
to accumulate. 

Buyers of steel sheets have no 
reason to order to any extent and 
are not doing so. In fact, some of 
the smaller rollers have been cut- 
ting under the market to the ex- 
tent of $2 per ton, in order to round 
out rolling schedules, but this pol- 
icy was not met with the measure 
of success hoped for. 


Such properties as the Trumbull 














Steel Company and the Sharon 
Steel Hoop Company, catering 
largely to automobile trade, con- 
tinue to enjoy enough business to 
}enable them to operate at a com- 
paratively high rate. 

Trumbull’s sheet mills did not 
start this week until Tuesday, but 
its strip mills are operating as 
usual. Makers of strip steel have 
been adversely affected by the cur- 
rent let-up in automobile buying 
of steels, as have producers of 
sheets. 

There are some reports in trade 
circles to the effect that the Ford 
Motor Company is considering a 
six-cylinder car, but there is noth-

Announcement was made this 


week that the trustees account of 
the Trumbull Steel Company, has 
been increased to the extent of 
$250,000, representing another 
payment, which was credited to the 
account of the Liberty Steel Com- 
pany, a subsidiary. The officials 
of a_ district steel company are 


credited with making this payment. 
Somewhat over a year “ago, fol- 
lowing the resignation of Jonathan 
Warner as president of the Trum- 
bull Company, the succeeding man- 


agement set up a trustee item, 
which reached in excess of §$1,- 
000,000. This account consists 


principally of reimbursements to 
the company in the form of cash 
and securities of various kinds by 
f 


ormer officers, chiefly by Mr. 
Warner. The latter turned over 
substantial assets, including his 


holdings in the Trumbull Company 
and his town and country prop- 
erties. 

Under the new management, 
headed by President John T. 
Harrington, Trumbull has made 
steady progress this year, but it 
still is laboring under a heavy in- 
debtedness of $18,000,000. Mr. 
Harrington had been a director of 
the company and its tounsel from 
the time of its formation, and was 
prevailed upon to work out its dif- 
ficulties upon the disclosure of its 
financial problems. In the mean- 
time Mr. Warner has completely 
dropped out of the steel industry, 
and is now living in the East. It 
is considered unlikely that he will 
ever again play an active part in 
the steel trade of this area. In the 
meantime control of the Trumbull 
company has passed to Cleveland 
industrial and financial interests, 
and its inclusion in a mid-west in- 
dependent steel company merger 
is regarded here as simply a mat- 
ser of time.
